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that proof against immortality is necessa- 
rily an impossibility; that proof for it can 
only be a matter of revelation. It is true 
there are people called Spiritualists who 
claim to have received genuine revelations 
from people physically dead; but it is far 
easier to consider this as the result of hal- 
lucination, or inherited superstition, than 
to believe it a fact. More than this, there 
is a great deal of real evidence against 
what is supposed to be included in the 
commonly accepted idea of Spiritualism. 
The most widely known of the phenom- 
ena of Spiritualism is what is called mate- 
rialization, and time and again this is, and 
has been, exposed; and yet, just so often 
its believers come forward with some illog- 
ical statements as to the exposure, that, 
in the minds of fair-thinking, unprejudiced 
persons, brands them as fanatics, if no 
worse; so that it is safe to say that those 
Spiritualists who practice materialization 
do more to prevent intelligent people from 
believing in revelations from spirits, than all 
other causes combined. Could their form of 
belief be placed to one side, receive a dif- 
ferent name, then Spiritualism, so far as 
the receiving of revelations goes, would 
stand on a different basis; ridicule would 
cease, and those who profess to believe in 
revelations would no longer consider it a 
disgrace to be classed as Spiritualists, as 
it is only those versed in the philosophy of 
Spiritualism who understand the broad line 
between the believers in the two different 
phenomena, classed under one head. 

As man advances in scientific knowl- 
edge, just so fast would it be possible for 
him to comprehend revealed knowledge; 
so long as his mind is clouded with igno- 
rance and superstition, just so long must 
revelations from another state of existence, 
if there is any, be veiled in ambiguity.
